Two interesting experiments have 
recently been carried out in iDr. Bry- 
I ant’s physics classes. The first <V 
these is the measurement of the vel¬ 
ocity of a bullet. It was found that 
Mr. Turner is the proud possessor of 
i a 32 automatic pistol whose bullets 
at the rate of approximately 1,000 
feet per second or 628 miles per 
j hour. 

We trust that most home econom¬ 
ic girls can boil water, but we are 
somewhat in doubt as to whether 
they can start the necessary fire. 
Realizing this difficulty, Dr. Bryant, 
in a laboratory demonstration, show¬ 
ed his students how water can be 
boiled at room temperature without 
heating it.

The usual bubbling and the for- j 
mation of large quantities of steam 
that accompany the boiling of water 
at a higher temperature (212 degrees
